Chicago, Sept. 12.— Richard 
Loeb 
and Nathan F. Leopold, Jr., slayers 
of Robert Franks, Chicago schoolboy, 
Are in Joliet penitentiary. 
The pair were taken last night to 
Joliet in an automobile,closely guard 
ed by an armed escort from Chicago. 
T he prisoners were received at the 
penitentiary by W arden John L. Whit 
man, who put the pair through the 
routine established by prison regula­ 
tions. 
At the main prison gate, the 
car containing the prisoners was sur­ 
rounded by a cordon of armed depu­ 
ties, the heavy 
gates 
opened 
wide 
enough to admit a m an’s body, aud 
in less than a half minute, the 
young 
m urderers 
were within 
walls 
of the 
penitentiary with 
doors closed behind them. 
The 
two 
young 
prisoners 
their identity in the state poison 
became numbers 9205 and :*)6. 
Leopold*and Loeb had a narrow es­ 
cape when the powerful automobile 
carrying 
them 
to 
prison 
swerved 
sharply at a point on the trip and 
dived into the unballasted tracks of 
an electric railway suddenly righted 
itself and bounced 50 yards down the 
center of the right of way before it 
was stopped. 
The breaks on the car 
ahead of the boys had burned and 
stuck, bringing it to an immediate 
stop. 
To avoid sm ashing into it, the 
driver of the Loeb-Leopold car steer­ 
ed at a right angle into the rails and 
ties and avoided a crash. 
Crowe's Final Move. 
State's Attorney Crowe finished his 
fight to make certain that Leopold 
and Loeb spend the rest of their lives 
in the penitentiary. 
Crow© prepared a complete review 
of 
the 
case 
sent 
with 
the 
pris­ 
oners to 
the prison at Joliet. 
He 
calls it a “statem ent of 
fact’’ and 
hopes that it will form a record so 
secure that no pardon or parole board 
at any time in the future will release 
the young slayers from the peniten­ 
tiary. 
In addition, Crowe forwarded 
all of the “people's exhibits,” all the 
evidence 
he 
presented 
during 
the 
m urder hearing before Chief Justice 
John Caverly. 
“ We want to make the record clear 
and clean, ’ the state's attorney §p.id. 
“so that no efforts of the defense will 
succeed in setting these m urderers 
free. 
The state s attorney presented 
an air-tight case that should have re­ 
sulted in hangings. 
The court de­ 
cided otherwise, and now tho respon­ 
sibility lies in other hands than in 
mine. 
Since they can not be hanged, 
I trust they shall never be freed from 
prison.” 
Crowe 
refused 
to 
allow 
Sheriff 
P eter Hoffman to take the prisoners J 
to Joliet immediately after sentence 
was pronounced, insisting 
that the 
documents be sent with them. 
A portion of the heavy police guard 
thrown about the jail and criminal 
court building W ednesday was main­ 
tained because of fresh 
threats 
to 
bomb the buildings. 
Through a driz­ 
zling rain two squads of uniformed 
officers patrolled the streets and alley 
surrounding the Jail. 
Another squad 
was stationed in front of the adjoin­ 
ing court building. 
Inside the build­ 
ing four special guards watched over 
Loeb and Leopold. 
Others held posts 
at upper floor windows to flash any 
signs of danger. 
All the guards were 
heavily armed. 
Forty men claim a share In th# 
$6,000 reward offered for the capture 
and conviction of the slayers of Rob 
ert Franks. 
Chief of Police Collin*, 
who offered a reward of $1,000, whil# 
Jacob Franks, father of the slain boy. 
offered 
$5,000, 
together 
with 
Mr 
Franks and Mayor Lever, it is under* 
stood, will appoint a committee to 
distribute the rewards. 
The chief praised the police depart* 
ment in connection with the ease, r® 
marking: 
“ It 
will be remembered 
that the officers had nothing to serve 
as a definite 
clue, save 
Leopold’* 
glasses. 
I am proud of my men.”

Firpo was knocked down for a count
